AST WEEK WAS A BLACK ONE FOR 

.the Japanese. The oligarchy in Tokyo 
is sorely perplexed. Its bombastic propa- 
ganda is a futile shelter from ever-increas- 
ing Allied airpower. Even the much-adver- 
tised spiritual armor of the supposedly di- 
vinely-protected emperor is now. exposed to 
Nippon’s millions for the silly sham it is, 
Verily are the United Nations witnessing the 
“beginning of the end” of the war against 
the architects of the “Greater East Asia 
Co-Prosperity Sphere.” 

For the United Nations,too, the begin. 
ning of last week presented a none-too-pro- 
pitious outlook. Ugly conditions still pre- 
watied. in Syria and Lebanon: -Marshat ‘Tito 
was warning that he would fight for the ter- 
ritory which his troops had occupied if no 
pther method gatisfactory to him were dis- 
covered.

THE LESSON LEARNED 


O STATEMENTS _FROM EUROPE, 
one emanating from Berlin and the other 
from Paris, underscore the indelible char- 
acter in which the lessons of the last post- 
war period-in Europe have been written on 
men’s minds, 

In Paris, Ambassador Edwin W. Pauley, 
President Truman's personal representative 
on the Allied Reparations Commission, de- 
Gared that’ Germany wotid ve stripped of 
various industries to destroy her future war 
potential, Said Mr. Pauley: 

“We do not want another war to take place 
and we are anxious to see that type of equipment 
taken out of Germany even though we don't 
want it ourselves.” 

In Berlin,- Marshal Zhukov declared he 
would pursue a policy of economic disarma- 
ment of Germany so thorough as to make it 
impossible for Germany ever to rise again 
as a military power. 

The resujts of that policy are obvious. 
In addition to losing its war-potential, the 
Reich will lose much of the ability to re- 
establish itself economically. That will in- 
crease the labors of her-people to reassume 
@ position. asa leading civilian power.. The 
course is inevitable. Like the doubly-con 
vieted firebug, Germany must be deprived of 
the means of starting another conflagration. 
And there may be a value other than physi- 
cal prevention in the course which is to be 
followed. If that country were in a position 
to effect a rapid recovery, before the virus 
of Fascism has been completely drawn from 
it, latent Nazi sentiment now under cover 
might find it possible to reassert itself. “De 
prived of many of its industries, ‘the pro- 
gress to full re-establishment will be slow. 

The opportunities of educating new gen- 
erations ‘of Germans will be extended over 
a Jonger period before national strength fe- 
turns...By..the time Germany has regained 
her stature as an industrial leader, the peo- 
ple may have been raised to a sufficiently 
high level to be trusted with vast peace- 
time. production without the danger of its 
conversion to war purposes.-, 


NOT CARRIED UNANIMOUSLY 
ROM THE PEN OF MR. JAMES W. | 
Gerard, who visited Victoria in Septem- 

ber, 1917, immediately after his return from 

Germany, where he had been United States 

ambassador, comes the suggestion that the 

Hohenzollerns be restored as constitutional 

monarchs of Germany. Writing in the cur- 

rent issue of the American Magazine, he 
sets forth arguments in. support of his pro- 
posal, submitting, among them, that: 

“I think it is evident that under the Kaiser's 
regime the military and Junkers cliques were abie 
the German parliament because that 
| body represented the people of a politically un- 
| Organized collection of weak and jealous princi- 
| palities, and because the working-class Germans, 

as such, were divided among themselves and were 
not allowed to become politically strong But 
today a German parliament representing @ politi- 
cally and culturally integrated Germany—regard- 
less of the fact that it was Hitler who made them 
that way—would have an excellent chance of 
keeping the miitariists and the rich industrialists 
under control.”

tics that are taken to be national in the 
Reich could be marshalled. To many people, 
the production of a symbolism of monarchy 
of Hohenzollern extraction suggests the 
rallying point for forces which have been 
blamed, and_rightly so, for two world wars 
in a quarter of a century. 

History may prove the merits of Mr. 
| Gerard's arguments, Common sense may 
emphasize his argument for the creation of 
a future peaceful and prosperous Germany. 
But public opinion, at present, is not ready 
to accept the responsibility for recreating a 
strong Germany that might. again set the 
sabres rattling. Only the future will decide 
the compromise by which that nation will 
be restored to political and economie stature, 
as opposed to the state of impotency to 
Which it Has been rediiced by war, and in 
which it is incapable of initiating the physi- 
onl steps toward another conflict.

E POSITION of England in 1815 after 

the Battle of Waterloo was enough like 
our own today to be worth attentive study. 
England belonged to an alliance of four 
great powerg-which had defeated Napoleon’s 
attempt to conquer Europe; the problem of 
her foreign ministers’ in the five or six im- 
alliance together in order, as Castlereagh put 
it, “to. bring back the world to peaceful 
habits.” 

Then, as now, there was a tendency for 
the victorious great power alliance to break 
up-into hostile combinations... The Russia 
of the Czar’ Alexander and the Austria of 
Count Metternich were the two chief con- 
teriders, The situation was complicated fur- 
ther by the fact that all of Europe was in 
the grip of vehement conflict between revo- 
lutionary Jacobinism and legitimacy. 

In this dangerous confusion the English 
statesman quickly saw what was the vital 
interest of England. It was to hold the al- 
liance together, and this, they realized, 
would..not.,.be done if England became so 
entangled with one ally that she would be 
embroiled with the other.

Galileo, (1364-1642) “Fnvénted “an ‘improved 
telescope, carried on research in magnetism and 
gravitation, discovered the principle of the pendu- 
lum. Contrary to previous teaching, be maintained 
that bodies of different weights fall with the same 
velocity, When challenged to prove this theory, 
he dropped a ten-pound shot and a one-pound 
shot from the top of the Leaning Tower of Piia.

“Everything possible was done 
for the welfare and comfort” of 
Russians in Allied hands, the For- | 
eign Office said in a statement} 
replying to each of- two state 
ments of criticism made recently 
by Col.Gen. Golikov, ‘Soviet: re- 
patriation trade bureau chief. 

On the other hand, the Foreign 
Office charged,. the Russians | 
themselves were taking inade- 
quate care of British subjects 
and blocking British efforts to | 
aid them. 

“There is no,-doubt,” said the 
Foreign Office, “that conditions 
in which the Soviet citizens are | 
being cared for compare more | 
than favorably. with those under | 
which large rmumbers of liber 
ated . British citizens lived in 
Soviet-occupied territory.” 

Pointing out evidence of the 
presence of “many Allied strag- | 
giers” ‘in territories under Soviet | 
control, the Foreign Office said: 

“Some are in hospitals and 
others are in need of medical at- 
tention, but all efforts to secure 
for British repatriation officers 
the freedom of movement which 
would have..enabled them to 
locate and care for these men 
have throughout been unavail- 
ing.”

i AM WRITING thig on the eve of the elec- 
tion, which may explain why my thoughts 
haye, turned to the subject of Eve and | 
elections. 

For out of ail the plethora of candidates 
seeking public office at the, polls today, only 
12 are women. 

And, of course, their fate at the hands 
of the electors will be still unknown by the 
time this appears in print. 

But it is interesting to anyone who has 
watched the course-of events since .women 
first got the franchise in Canada to note 
that they are appearing under all the major 
party banners, Liberal, Progressive Conser- 
vative, ‘C.C.F., Labor Progressive and Social 
Credit. 

And that the Women’s Party, once. so 
strongly favored’ by pioneer suffragists, 
seems as far off as ever. 

THREE IN QUEBEC 

VEN IN THE province of Quebec there 
are three feminine aspirants to the fed- 

eral: House, leaving..only,.nine between the 

other eight provinces. ; 

Ontario, despite its lange electorate, chose 
only two women to enter the arena. So it 
is not surprising to learn that neither the 
Maritimes_nor Manitoba have a single fem- 
inine candidate. 

Even British. Columbia 
while Saskatchewan has five 

Frankly, I am sorry that not more of my 
sex are numbered among the candidates;

STOOD TOGETHER 

S-IN-CAN&DA, there has never been a_ 

Woman's Party, the members Being 
elected on precisely the same footing as the 
men and representing their male and female 
constituents. alike. 

But it is significant that ‘in the quarter 
of a century since women entered the British 
House; there has been a 100 per cent in- 
crease in social legislation, as compared 
with the whole preceding century. 

Naturally, there have been issues par- 
ticularly involving women’s. and children’s 
welfare when the feminine members have 
crossed party ‘lines~and stood together. 
EQUAL COMPENSATION 

RS. MAVIS TATE’S successful campaign 

to secure’ equal compensation for men 
and women receiving war injuries was an 
example. 

She organized the campaign, led the de- 
bate in the House; and secured all the women 
members and nearly 10@ men supporters, 
despite the solid “stonewalling” of authority. 

And finally gained for British women one 
of. the greatest triumphs since they fought 
ter-and won.the vote, 

Mrs. Cazalet Keir introduced the amend- 
mént demanding equal pay for men and 
women teachers which caused the first de 
feat of the Churchill government. 

And her action resulted in the establish- 
ment of a Royal Commission on the subject 
of equal pay for equal work, and led to the 
precedent-shattering appointment of a 
woman..stipendiary magistrate.
